Big Blast 


Ten thousand five hundred tons 
of earth and rock were blasted 


into the body of water variously 
known as the Santa Fs lagoon, 
Stingeray lake and Santa Fe lake, 
yesterday afternoon at 4:10 
o’clock. The blast, consisting of 
365 kegs of powder and dynamite, 
shook the entire Potrero penin- 
sula and the falling rocks whipped 
the waters into a foaming frenzy 
and killed many hundred fish. 
Some of the flying rocks were 
thrown so far that they crossed 
the Santa Fe right Of way and fell 
into the bay proper. 

It is estimated that over three 
hundred and fifty people were 
present when the big blast was set 
off. It was an imposing  spec- 
tacle and several cameras were 
brought into play and many pic- 
tures taken Of the blast itself and 
of the foaming water afterwards.

A CONTRAST. 


One day recently the women of the United States, or at least as 
many of them as could and wanted to, joined in a parade in Wash- 
ington and marched to the Capitol to present a petition to Congress 
for universal suffrage. They had a very large and interesting turn- 
out, and although even if the Congress were to pass the constitu- 
tional amendment therg is little likelihood that sufficient states would 
adopt it to give it force, vet they were respectfully listened to and 
courteously received. No houses were burned down, no windows 
smashed, no person injured or murdered. 

Across the ocean in England the women there also want suffrage, | 


and they are busy committing crimes that if they were not women 
would Jand them in prison for life. They are burning, destroying, 
smashing, and of course not getting any nearer their goal than if 
they went about their object peacefully, and in fact not as soon. In 
this country women already have the suffrage in many states and 
their number is continually increasing, and long before a national | 
constitutional amendment could become law, if it did, which as we| 
have said we greatly doubt, the vast majority of the women of this | 
nation will have the ballot, and in the other states where they do 
not have it it will be because they themselves do not want it. be- 
cause if the women as a majority want the right to vote, any state 
in the country will speedily give them that right. 

It is very gratifying to Americans to see the great contrast be-| 
j tween the women of England and the women of America. It is a 
contrast that is all in favor of the United States, not only the women 
of the United States, but of the men as well, because the women of 
this country evidently understand that they can persuade and lead 
the worse half of creation much more easily than they ean coerce it.

It is the purpose of this article to 
show as briefly as I can the enormity 
of the injustice resulting from a pro- 
vision of our State Constitution 
which seems so fair on its face, name- 
ly: ‘That all property in this state 
shall be assessed at its cash value.”

Group No. 1 is the big fellow. who 
owns the controlling interest in all 
of the lands, mines, factories, busi- 
ness blocks, banks, etc. He lives in 
ease and luxury from the interest of 
his money, his rents, and from the 
sale of his lands. He owns all of the 
unused lands, which increases in 
value according to the neeessities of 
his industrious neighbors. He simply 
sits up in his dignity and watches it 
grow. I will give him a nickname 
and call him Wealth, to distinguish 
him more clearly from Capital. 

No. 2 comes next in importance in 
the business world. He is a different 
kind of fellow altogether. He is full 
of life and ambitious to do things . 
he promotes and speculates, builds 
railroads, starts ship lines, builds and 
runs factories—in fact he is the real 
live, wideawake business man. He 
borrows from No. 1 the money to do 
| business with.

Let us rather adopt the peace- 
able and sensible plan now in opera- 
tion in Australia, New Zealand and 
Canada. No. 1 has no power there 
to shift the taxes levied on his per- 
sonal property and improvements 
down the line onto No. 3, for the 
simple reason that personal property 
and improvements are exempt from, 
taxation. The taxes are levied there 
on land alone and cannot be shifted 
down the line. 

Before we can adopt that system, 
however, we must adopt the constitu- 
tional amendments now pending to

Substantial buildings 
replaced the makeshift shacks over 
the whole district and a life and 
vigor exists there which could not 
have existed if improvements had 
remained taxed. I have written to 
the mayors of ten cities in Canada 
where the single land tax is in opera- 
tion. I have received replies from 
six of them. Every one of them say 
that it is an unqualified success. The 
district of Burnaby is a rural muni- 
cipality. The postoffice is Edmunds, 
B. C. It contains 34 square miles 
and is solely a farming community. 
In 1906 it contained 500 inhabitants. 
It now contains 15,000. See how 
improvements grow where industry 
is not taxed. This is a fair sample 
of the six answers I have so far re- 
ceived. 

If the municipality of Burnaby in 
a farming country, with six months 
winter, can increase its population 
3000 per cent in eight years by giv- 
ing labor freedom, how much could 
the city of Richmond increase its 
population in the next eight years 
should she free its labor as did the 
people of Burnaby. We have a cli- 
mate where men can work the year 
around, and a soil that will produce 
everything to supply human wants.
